Both Houses Hold Protracted 
Night Sessions to Wind 
Up Last Affairs. 

APPROVE REVENUE BILL 

Corrupt Practices Bill Laid 
Over Until December--- 
Deficiency Bill Passed. 

Washington, Sept. 8. — Congress 
adjourned this morning at 10 o'clock. 
After nine months devoted to legis- 
lation, both houses held protracted 
sessions last night to v/ir.d up their 
atrairs by apprpving tiie conference 
agreement on the emergency bill to 
raise approximately 1200,000,000, de- 
sired by the administration to meet 
the extraordinary appropriations for 
national defense and the Mexican 
emergency. 

The senate «l 12:55 adopted the 
conference report on the revenue bill 
without a recorded vote, clearing the 
way for adjournment of congress this 
morning. 

At 1:07 the senate recessed until 8 
o'clock. The concurrent resolution 
for adjournment at 10 a. m., was left 
on the table for action when the sen- 
ate resumed. 

Only the physical impossibility of 
engrossing the revenue measure in 
time for the president's approval by 
this morning prevented final adjourn- 
ment last night.

INFANTRY IS INACTIVE 

Halicz in Flames as Russians 
Pursue Determined Quest 
For Galician Capital. 

London, Sept. 8.— The infantry of 
the belligerents in the Somme region 
f France was inactive Thursday, ex- 
cept south of Hie river where the 
French, to the east of Deniecourt 
captured elements of trenches front 
the Germans and brought forward 
their front more in alignment with 
their newly acquired line running by 
Belloy-en-Santerre and Berny-en-.-' m- 
terre. 

The day, however, was a corttmua- 
tion of the violent bombardments 
which always precede attempts at 
fresh advances by the entente allies. 
In addition, great aerial activity was 
shown by French and British aerial 
squadrons in bombarding points of 
vantage behind the German lines. 

South of the Somme MO violent was 
the French artillery fire that under it 
the Germans were unable to m;ike 
their customary counter-attacks, ac- 
cording to Paris. 

SHELLING HEAVY AT VERDUN. 

The Germans are heavily shelling 
the French in the old first line Ger- 
man trenches a mile in length between 
the Vaux-Chapitre region and the 
town of Chenois, in the Verdun sec- 
tor, which was taken by the French 
Wednesday night. 

HALICZ IN FLAMES. 
In Galicia the Russians are still ae* 
tively in quest of Lemberg, keeping 
up their pressure against the Austro- 
Germans westward from the regions 
of Brzezany and Halicz. Near Hrzez- 
any the Russians have driven b ack 
the Teutons from fortified positions 
and advanced to the Naraiuvka river, 
a tributary of the Gnila Lipa and at 
some points have crossed the stream. 
Near Halicz the railway line has been 
cut by the Russians who now aro 
heavily bombarding Halicz which, al- 
though in flames, the forces of the 
central powers are still stubbornly 
defending. 

In Wednesday's fighting in the 
Halicz sector, 5,045 officers and men 
of the Teutonic allies were made pris- 
oners. Both Berlin and Vienna ad- 
mit retreats between the Zlota Lipa 
and Dniester rivers. 

Likewise, Vienna concedes 1 retreat 
of the Austrian forces before the Ru- 
manians near Olap Toplitza in eastern 
Transylvania, twenty miles from tha 
Rumanian border. The retreat was 
made in the face of a threatened en- 
veloping movement

The damage Kometftnes attrlts- 
uted to thest* Insects Is due to poul- 
try. wild birds, wind and hail, and 
even more frequently to hornets, 
vrnsps, vine moths and other insects. 
Instead of being harmful t»> orchards 
and vineyards, bees"j>erforni the use- 
ful service of effecting the cross-pol- 
linntlon of flowers and hence the set- 
Hstft of fruit, as well ns th" desicca- 
tion of damaged fruits (especlallx 
grapes by sucking the Juice and pulp 
nnd thus pr eventing fermentation and 
rot extending to sound Individuals. 
The orchards and vineyards frequent- 
ed by bees gtve the most constant 
crops. — Scientific American.

NEW IDEA IN PIPE SMOKING 

Something for Those Who Are Font" 
of the Weed to Give Their 
Consideration. 

William H. Fulton of New York 
city describes in a patent the defects 
in the ordinary tobacco-smoking 
pipe resulting from the distillation 
of the moisture on account of the 
air being drawn down through the 
nnburnt portion of the tobacco, and

ing the tobacco initially at the bot- 
tom of the bowl. To do this be pro- 
vides at the base of the pipe Ixiwl an 
electric conductor which is energized 
by a plug connected up to an e!e< trie- 
lamp socket so that as the pipe is 
being lighted the lump filament will 
glow to indicate when the tobacco- 
igniting conductor is operating.

J. E. MOSELEY. 

Here we have the Honorable Jos- 
eph E. Moseley, Postmaster of Hop- 
kinsville, and one of the successful 
politicians of Western Kentucky. 

Mr. Moseley was born near Fair- 
-view, Ky., Dec. 1, 1871. It was a 
coki day when he was born, but it is 
a still colder day when he yets left. 
He remained on the farm until it be- 
came a sort of "pent up Utica," too 
small for his ambitions. Then he 
struck out into the wide world to 
climb the ladder of success and is 
tftill climbing. 

His education was acquired at Bet! - 
el College, Russellville, and in 1893 
he was mamcd to Miss Nonnie Down- 
er and settled on a fine farm on the 
Fairview pike. He engaged in farm- 
ing until 1896, when he went into the 
live stock business and became a 
justice of the peace and later county 
road engineer. While living in Hop- 
kinsville he become an active leader 
of the Democratic party and his influ 
ence was much sought after, first by 
local candidates and later by those 
aspiring to State offices. 

From 1912 to 1915, Mr. Moseley 
was Chairman of the Democratic 
County Committee and was always a 
prominent figure in State conventions. 
He became a close personal friend of 
Congressman A. 0. Stanley and was 
his right hand m m in several of his 
races for Congress and was one of 
his board of advisers in his campaign 
for the Senate in 1913. So loyal was 
he in his devotion to him and so great- 
ly did Mr. Stanley look to him for the 
performance of difficult duties that 
he was referred to as "Stanley's 
Mule." He accepted the soubriquet 
and never kicked, balked or ran 
away until he helped him realize his 
next ambition to be Governor. 

Just before his term as Congress- 
man expired, Mr. Stanley secured the 
appointment of Mr. Moseley as post- 
master, although the term of his Re- 
publican predecessor had not yet 
expired. It took some hard work to 
do this, but he put it through in time 
for Mr. Moseley to be the first post- 
master to occupy the five new gov- 
ernment buildings erected at a cost
